THOMPSON ON RELIGIOUS TESTS. 
Christian Doctrines Do Not Rule the Courts, 
Judge. : 


Says the 

Judge Woerner baving dismissed iast even- 
ing the petition in the Probate Court for the 
appointment of a Catholic guardian for the 
Clements child, nothing remains to be done 
in the courts but to press the 
claim of the Catholic orphan asy- 
jums before Judge Sherwood. Judge 
Thompson of the Court of Appeals disposed 
of the case on Saturday, but his opinion was 
not placed on file until to-day. It is a vol- 
uminous document ably reviewing the case. 
The Jucge concludes thatthe statute clearly 


intended both in respect of the succession of 
property and in res of all 
other rights which a child may have 
againsthisfather to give the adopted child 
every right against the adopting parent which 
he would have it he were on real childof such 
parent born in lawful wedlock. ‘-Would it be 
psper and humane treatment for a father to 
aving ample means to support his child to 
suffer it to go to an orphan asy to 
the custody of charity?’ asks Judge 
Thompson. -*‘For an ado & parent to 
permit this voluntarily would be a great out- 
rene _— the ge ofthechild. Fora Jud 
er it won an equal on upoa the 
rights of the child and the fue The case 
here, however, is that a charitable 
tion is demanding the possession the 
adopted child -of a reputable citizen, 
Dr. Rutledge, in order that 
it may become the recipient of charity. A 
charitable corpuration may bestow its chari 
upon those who are willing to receive it, but 
know of no principle upon which it can invoke 
the aid of the law to compel any person al- 
ready suitably provided for to become the ob- 
ieee of its bounty. Whatever rights the Catho- 
ic Orphan Roard can have to the custody of 
this child are derived from the mother, Mrs. 
Clements, and sheis estoped by her deed to 
Dr. Rutledge from making any other disposi- 
tion of the child. I know of no rule of law or 
of public policy that will disfranchise a parent 
of the custody ot his child on the und that 
the father is destitute of religious belief. Such 
a ruie would disfranchise men who have filled 
and do fill the most important positions in se- 
ciety and the highest officesin the State. We 
have no ecclesiastical courts or laws in this 
country. The doctrines of the © 
churches, although generally believea by the 
people, are not rules of decision in the courts. 
A judge can not know judicially 
whether it will or will not be more likely to 
conauce to the salvation of its soul that a child 
should be educated in the Roman Catholic 
or in any religious faith rather than that he 
should not be educated in any faith at all. We 
area country of mixed religions and the 
law while favoring religion and pro 
its exercise as beneficial to the State, knows 
nothing about particular forms of belief. It 
repudiates religious tests as a standard of civil 
right, ap it protects all in matters of con- 
sciencé, not only those who believe but those 
who do not believe. Dr. Rutiedge has shown 
a clear right to retain possession of this 
\child. He will have the comforts of a home, 
the love of a father and mother, the prospects 
of a good education and scholastic training at 
the hands of a professional man. Such will 
be superior to the training as apprentice 
to a trade at the instance of a char- 
itable corporation. Against such  ad- 
vantages the law would not permit 
me to weigh the supposed spiritual welfare of 
the child even if I were at liberty to dispose of 
him in the exercise of a sound judicial discre- 
tion.’’

ALEXANDRIA, July 25.—Arahi Pasha’s front 
fell back last evening to the other side of 
Ramleh, thus forcing on the British another 
yeconnoissance. At 5 vo’clock the Sixtieth 
Rifles marched out intending to occupy Ram- 
leh unless defeated. TheInflexible was or- 
dered to shell Arabi’s cavalry out of Ramleh. 
A detachment of the Sixtieth Regiment pro- 
ceeded to attack the enemy under cover of 
the ship’s guns. The-enemy’s cavalry fled upon 
a volley being fired from the bridge. 
one of the horses was struck and one of their 
‘ men wounded. They ficd at a bard gallop, 
iy and after the lapse of some time reappeared 
7 with reinforcements and two guns, with 
which they opened fire. The enemy’s shots 
had no effect. The first skirmiso lasted 
about an hour. Ooe or two English were 
hit. Several Egyptians were seen to fall. 
The skirmishers left both parties with- 
out achange ia position. 
HORRIBLE ATROCITIES. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 20.—Trhe Moniteur 
Egyptien reappeared here with the heading, 
‘‘The official journal of the Government of 
F the Khedive.” It contains the proclamation 
| dismissing Arabi Pasha from the Ministry. 
The Inspector of Cadistro at Tantah, speak- 
ing of the massacres, says: ‘‘Ilsaw women 
carrying, tiea to bludgeons, the dismemberea 
arms and legs of massacred Earopeans. The 
soldiers and the rable fought forthe loot. A 
Bedouin Sheik with twenty Bedouins saved 
the inhabitants of the Jewish quarter and 
took them to his village. Another Sheik 
saved myself and party. A mob from Alex- 
andria murdered three employes of Cadistro 
and their families and burnt their bodies 
with petroieum.’’ 
The mob killed twelve Greeks. They tied 
‘ the viscera of one of the victims to a dog and 
covered him with petroleum, which was set 
on fire amidst cries of joy from the women 
and children. The mob was repulsed eight 
times. Finaliy the two Sheiks arrived and 
dispersed it. 
The Khedive has dispatched a vessel to 
Port Said to bring Cherif Pasha here. 
ARABI INTRENCHED. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 25,10 A.M.—The military 
authorities are of opinion that Arabi Pasha 
will not attack the British. He is, however, 
strengthening his position hourly. At day- 
break this morning his men, many of them 
without uniform and driven like slaves, were 
in the sun working on the intrenchments.

Though Morrison Heady, of Kentucky, is 
blind as a bat and deaf as a post he is a mar- 
vel of mechanical dexterity, of inventive 
genius and of clear and quick cogitation. 
One seeing him walking the streets of Louls- 
ville with head erect ana strong tread, hold- 
ing alittle boy by the hand, would not sus- 
pect his disabilities, nor, watching him at the 


counter of a hardware store purchasin 
a knife, would an 0observer thin 
anything of the matter, unless he 


happened to note that the dealer spoke 
no word, but only touched: the hand of the 
customer. Among his inventions is a leather 
glove with the letters of the alpnabet painted 
onit. You can talk to him as fast as you can 
touch those letters with the end of your 
finger. Another of his inventions is a me- 
chanical writing machine, with which he can 
write and others can transcribe. ‘he machine 
pricks its way slong the paper, and he can 
read his own writing by the sense of touch. 
Others can use the machine to write out for 
him anything not procurable in blind tyD Ss 
and he canthben read it with his fingers 4D 
indirectly have access to the literary gems 
which would otherwise be a sealed book os 
him. Usually a blind man can hear, but it 
is useless to read to Heady. His speech Is as 
clear and sharp as that of a man of education, 
combined with great force of will and perfect 
faculties. Since he cannot hear himself speak 
the fact is a remarkable psychic puzzie—for 
the best of us jearn accuracy of pronunciation 
and distinctness of enunciation by dint of 
long practice and study, educating ourselves 
by the aid of ourears and eyés. Among his 
other accomplishments this mam numbers the 
art of poetry. Several years azo he published 
a volume of poetry. We have just received a 
pamphiet of twenty pages contalming some 
selections from his unpublished composi- 
tions. Atevery point he isa master. lambic 
pentameter rolis from his machine as easily 
as iambic tetrameter rippled from Scott’s 
pen. The reader who has never seen this 
man’s poetry will be incredulous,but a gjance 
down a few pages of hexameter will convince 
any one that Heady can write apy sort of 
puetry he iikes.

How Gentlemen in New York are 
Shaved at Home. 
From the New York Times. 


It is the same thing whether you meet it in 
the corridor of a fashionable hetel, or over in 
the unpleasant parts of Second evenue, te 
overpowering odor that comes from the - 
ber shop. A nauseous mixture of the scents 
of hair-grease and weak bay rum and laven- 
der. Wherever the American barber shop 
exists, the barber sbop scent is sure to be. 
Out of the basement shops in the down-town 
streets it pours in streams, theze sultry days, 
filling the lungs of all passers-by, and mak- 
ing them wonder how the barbers cau harden 
themselves to breathe such an atmosphere 
every day. In the more gorgeous shops it 
comes from more gorgeous bottles, but that 
is the only difference. Whether you have & 
five-vent shave or a royal twenty-cent one, 
the scent is still the same—the same on the 
brushes, on the towels, and even on tue 
hand the barber rubs over your 
mouth. Breathing this oppressive barber 
shop air, trying to enjoy that miserable state 
of existence in which a man’s chin and esrs 
and neck are sticky with lather which the 
barber seems in no hurry to scrape off, 4 
Times reporter jay back in an exceedingly 
ountortable shaving chairin the most gor- 
geous of barber shops yesterday, listening to 
the instructive and entertaining conversation 
of the artist in charge. He had gone in vain 
(the artist had) through the usual catalogue 
of hair tonics, perfumery and patent hair 
brushes, had suggested the sea-foam sham- 
poo with no better success, had completely 
exhausted the hot weather, and had almost 
made his victim unconscious of his misery by 
putting himina light doze, when he unex- 
pectediy hit upon a more interesting subject 
of conversation. 

‘“‘That’s what takes the cream of the profits 
off of this buisness,’’ said« he, dropping his 
former professionai tone, and talking as if he 
really meant to say something. 

‘*Whatis that?” the reporter asked him, 
supposing he had broken a bottle of bay rum 
or struck the edge of his razor against the 
marble shelf, 

‘*Do you see that young fellow with the 
satcnel?’’ continued the barber, pointing out 
to the corridor. *He used to be one of our 
men. He’s what we callarat,astriker. He 
carries on business for himself now with 
trade he stole outof this shop. He’s the 
fourth or fifth man we’ve had who’s done the 
same thing, and they’ve taken away eome of 
our best steady customers. lil teli you how 
they work it. Whena barber has beenina 
shop a long time he has his regular meno, who 
would rather sit and waitan hour than let 
any of the other men shave them. 
lt’s just like a dentist or a doctor; 
when you get used to one you don’t wanttv 
change. Well, this barber has his regular 
customers, and he takes great pains with 
them. He keeps his sharpest razors and his 
best brushes expressly for them, and they 
soon learn to think there’a no such barber in 
the world as George, or Charlie, or whatever 
his name happens to be. By and by, when he 
gets a good lot of these customers mashed on 
nim, the barber works his plan. He spon 
lexras their names, and finds out where their 
offices are, and some day he gets a holiday 
and goes and visits fifteen or twenty of them. 
Retellsthem he is just about to leave the 
shop because Mr. So and So and two or tnrce 
others have engaged him to visit their houses 
and shave them every morning, and he still 
bas time to ‘‘take care cf’’ one or tWo 
more gentiemen. He would like 
to add whis particular gentleman to the 
list, Visit hie house every morning and keep 
his hair and beard in order, and the entire 
expense will be only $2 a week, which, the 
gentieman well knows, is no more thau bis 
weekly bill at the barber-shop. There is 
something high-toned about being visited by 
your own private barber every morning, and 
the gentleman generally rather likes it. While 
be is thinking 1t over the barber rings in a 
little side talk about not being able to sup- 
port his family on his present low salary, 
and being compelled to do something for 
himself. He pulls out bis note-book and says 
he thinks he can arrange for any hour in the 
morning that would be most convenient for 
the gentlemen. If he is a good barber and 
has managed to make his customers [ike him, 
itis ten chances to one tbat he picks off a 
dozen of the shop’s best patrons, and makes 
a good living out of them. He can’t well 


take more than a dozen, be- 
cause the hours have to be made 
to suit. Most people, of course, want to be 


abaved in the morning. But hereis Mr. 
Smith, a wholesale grocer, who goes down 
town very early. He want to be shaved at 6 
o’clock. Somebody else doesn’t care to be 
shaved before7. Eight o’clock is early enough 
for‘another gentleman. And so he makes every 
half-hour tell up to, say, 10 o’clock. He may 
be fortunate enough to strike two or three 
gentlemen of leisure, who are satisiied with 
any hour beforenoon. Then he finds, per- 
haps, two or three who prefer to have their 
bair dreased early in the eveniag, and in this 
way he fills up the day pretty well, and can 
easily take care of a dozea, and makes jmore 
money out of them than he made in the shop. 
Atter awhile be finds that $2 a week don’t 
quite-pay bim, and raises some of his richer 
customers to $2 50 or $3 a week. The cus- 
tomer never knows how many other centle- 
men the barber is taking care of, s0 each one 
feels as if he bad a valetof his own. Itis a 
great scheme for a smart barber, but it takes 
away a great deal of our business,’’

LINCOLN’S LOVE. 


How He Married Ann Rutledge and 
Lost His Mind. 
From the Cleveland (Ohio) Leaaer. 


In 1832, at the age of 23. Abraham Lincoln 
was the owner of a farm seven miles north of 
New Salem, and the half owner of the largest 
store inthe place. At this time he met with 
Miss Ann Rutledge. Two well-to-do gentle- 
men of the place—Hill and McNeil—were 
courting her with devoted assiduity; she de- 
cided in favor of the latter. He parted with 
her early in 1832 to visit bis father in New 
York, promising to return at a given day and 
make her his own. She watched him ride 
away on Oid Charley, an antiquated animal 
that had geen hard usage in the 
Black Hawk war, and that jogged slowly 
along the bad roads to New York. 
Then there came a letter telling of sickness in 
his famiiy which forbade his return at the 
appointed time. This was followed by other 
postponements until years rolled by. The 
unaccountable delay, the infrequency of his 
letters and his failure to give a reasonable ex- 
planation of his - postponements finally 
lessened her attachment and made frightful 
inroads upon ber health. She only waited to 
see him in order to ask a release from her en- 
gagement andto let him know that she pre- 
ferred another aod a more urgent suitor, 
whose name was Abraham Lincoln. During 
three years young Lincoln visited 
Miss Rutledge two or three times a 
week, first as S friend in 
quest of congenial company, and 
finally as asuitorfor her hand. Shewas a 
favorite in the village, loved by all who knew 
her. She was probably the most refined 
womantowhom Mr. Lincoln, at that time, 
had ever spoken. He was always welcomed 
by her father and mother. The latter he al- 
ways called ‘“*‘Aunt Polly” in his familiar 
way. Both father and mother entertained 
for hima deep affection, and though they 
never openly expressed themselves in regard 
to Ann’s choice of a husband, yet they would, 
without doubt, have rejoiced to receive the 
maniy Abe Lincoln into their family. He 
lighted up their home with a cheerful giow 
whenever he entered, and he 
gave apleasant flow of mirth and joy to 
their conversation. Ann’s relatives were 
ali united in. encouraging the suit, which 
the young man pressed with great earnest- 
ness, but she firmly insisted that her honor 
demanded her to wait until she could be re- 
leased from her first engagement before she 
made a second. In 1835 she and Lincola 
were formally and solemnly betrothed, but 
she asked to wait another year, hoping that 
McNeil would return and that she might re- 
lease herself from her pledge to him. Weeks 
and months passed, and he returned not. 
While she was waiting Lincoln was studying 
night and day to makes himeelf more worthy 
of Ann, and while he was growing in mind 
and botiv and daily developing the great in- 
tellect that was to fithimto lead a mighty 
nation through the fierce struggles of war, 


Ana was houriy fading away. 
In August, 1835, she died, as her 


physicians sxid, of brain fever, but, as her 
neighbors believed, of the jong series of bitter 
disappointments and the pangs inflicted upon 
her neart and mind in striving to do right in 
regara to two lovers to wbom she had 
pledged her hand. Ann was buried in the 
little cemetery at New Salem, and asthe 
future President stood over her green grave 
with streaming eyes, he said: *“*‘My heart lies 
buried here.’”’ Afterthe burial Lincoln be- 
gan.to exhibditthat deep vein of gioom and 
sadness so often poticeable in his conduct 
while President. He Jost al! self-control,and 
every friend be hadin New Salem pronounced 
bim insane. He was constantly watched, and 
with especial vigilance, says one of his 
neighbors, ‘‘during storms,fogs and damp, 
gioomy Weather, for fearof an accident.” 
At such times he would rave piteous- 
among other wild ex- 
can never be reconciled 
to have the snow, rains and storms to beat 
upon ber grave.’’ His friends finally suc- 
ceeded in seciuding him in a log huta little 
way from town, where he was watcoed over 
with anxious solicitude for a few months, 
until be appeared to be restored to his rea- 
son, but the traces of sadness always lingered 
in his character. He visited the cemetery 
daily and spent hours over hergrave. At 
this time he was beard frequently to repeata 
few lines of that peem that be often recitedin 
after years, entiticd: ‘‘Why should the 
spirit of mortai be proud?” Some nights as 
heleftthe grave of Ann Rutledge he was 
heard to murmur portions of it. Onthe 
evening of March 22, 1864, as he sat in the 
White House, he dropped his pen, turned 
from his letiers, and, with half-closed eyes, 
repeated it entire to a friend.

From Household Words. 

A dresamaker admitted into the Leeds Dis- 
pensary was found to have a distinct blue 
line on her gums, wilh simultaneous symp- 
tons, such as a furred tongue, inflammation 
of the lips, aad geueral ebility —all signs 

otnting to the probability. of poisoning oy 
ead The doctor tn attendance on her for 
aome time failed to discover the source, aud 
was beginniag to think the biue line nad been 
caused in some other way, when he accident- 
ally learned from a merchant that silken 
thread, being sold by weight, and not by 
length, issmetimes adulterated with sugar 
of ead. Hethen questioned the patient, avd 
sbe informed him that it had been a common 
practice with ser, when at work, to hold 
slik, as well as other kinds of thread, io her 
mouth, and that she bad done this the more 
readily witb slik, inasmeacn as it often had a 
resco taste. The characteristic is a sure in- 
dication of tbe presence of lead, and ail 
thread possessing it should either. be rejected 
or used witb caution. Jt willbe found that 
the «ilk thread of the best makers is 
tasteless, whereas some Inferior threads are 
sweet.

The Candidates’ Chances and the Fight 


for Central Committeemen. 


A Grand Uegira of Local Politicians 
for Jefferson City This Morning. 


-

Political Notes and Gossip—The Organi- 
zation of the Convention—Per- 
sonal and Chit Chat. 


The rotundas of the political hotels wear a 
deserted appearance, for the politicians have 
generally pulled out for the State Capital and 
left the city in its normal condition, It seems 
assured that Judge Sherwood wili be easily 
renominated, but the local interest 
centers in the naming of members 
of the State Central Committes. This issue 
has been uppermost here for the past two 
monthe, and had a predominating influence 
upon the primaries. Thecandidates are not 
numerous, but their individual strength has 
succeeded ininvolving aii the local interests. 
It is already determined that E. A. Noonan, 
a Orittenden man, will be renominated 
from tke Eighth Congressional  Dis- 
trict. Thereisno oppositionto him, and he 


will undoubtedly have a walk-over. ‘The real 
contest comes inthe Ninth district. The can- 
didates are Dick Lancaster, Jue McEntire and 
J. G. Prather, each of whom represents aa in- 
terest beyond himself. Th» first is a repre. 
sentative of ‘‘The Machine,’’ but his failure 
to secure election as delegate from his own 
ward to the State Convention has 
thrown & damper over his as- 
irations. The _ third candidate, Mr. 
rather,is the embodiment of the St. Louis Re- 
publican, but his fellow citizens of the Fit- 
teenth ward would not permit him to go to 
Jefferson City in an official capacity, and 
hence he will! have a discouraging pull for the 
lace designed for him. The man Whom every- 
Body admits can receive the place on the 
committee, if he desiresit, is Joe McEntire. 
It is understood that Gov. Crittenden desires 
Mr. McEntire in the committee, and as Mr. 
McEntire owns the Ninth District delegation, 
be will either be named himself or else will 
name some friend. ‘There is considerable talk 
about Mr. McEntire naming Grif. Prather as 
the best man for the position, but it seems 
impossible to believe that a Martin delegation 
would thus honor a strong Sherwood mun. In 
any event Joe McEntire is master of the situa- 
tion, and will settie the question ofthe Ninth 
District committeeman to his own satisfaction 
and that of Gov. Crittenden. Mr. ; . 
Clopton, at present representing the Tenth 
District in the State Ceniral Committee, posi- 
tively declines a re-election, and bis successor 
will be chosen fromthe country. The 
candidate of the Crittenden men is Jasper N. 
Burks, who happens to be a partisan of Mar- 
tiu L. Clardy, anda will theretore obtain the 
position if he desiresit. Hisoniy known Op- 
onentis Mr. A. L. Walker. Both Burks and 
alker are members ot the Congressional 
Committee. Thomas Holliday, 6x - State 
Auditor, isnamed by severaltorti? position, 
but his chances are rather siim 
for preferment of this character. The 
naming of the three Committee men is, how- 
ever, inducing a vast amonnt of wire pulling. 
Jt is admittea that the man namedtfrom the 
Ninth District, whether Lancaster, McEntire 
or Prather, will be the clairmun of the State 
Central Committee, and the contest will as 
sume a State aspect. Col. John O*Day, who 
expects to be named from the 
Soringfield District, is an open candidate 
for the chairmanship, a position he occupied 
during his first term. It has been many years 
since St. Louis was really honored with the 
control of the State-Central Committee, but 
the Ninth District is in a position to assert it- 
self with emphasis. The State ticket 
appears to be seitied upon, or, at least, the 
oliticaiinterestin the contest has ceased, 
ecausze the complexion of the delegates is 
known. If anything should transpire to keep 
Judge Shorwood trom receiving a nominatiou 
©o the first or second Dbailot, then Judge 


Oraveus occuipies a very exalted 
lace.

Judge Sherwood does not exceed 125, with 70 
votes presumabiv unknown. The Kailroad 
Commissionersbip bus changed front since 
last Saturday.

The Judge alone might not 
be able at this late day to accomplish any- 
thing, but he comes from » county that pro- 
duced Henry Newman, and Henry Newman is 
apersonal friend and henchman of Joe. 
McFntire and Gov. Orirtenden. If, 
there iore, Henry Newman meaus 
Duxinessin his support of Burkholder, the 
Mai:.u delegation can be depended upon from 
&t. Louis for his man. The fact alone would 
net be sufficient to aval: Judge Burkholder, but 
the additional factthat he stands well with 
the sherwood men, also, tendsto muke bim a 
formidabie candidate. The iriends of 
Gen. Harding are by no means 
doubtful - of the resnit, declaring 
that the lateness of Burkhoider’s anaounce- 
ment will save Gen. Harding, despite any 
combinations that might be attempted. The 
Superintendency of Public Schools will have 
something of personality in its contest. Dr. 
Pope Yeaman and Dr. R. D. Shannon are stil! 
the leading candidates, with Strother and 
Wright as possibilities. The convention is 
likely to be stirred up by the 
vwehemence with which thi. fight will be con- 
ducted. Charzesand counter charges have 
characterized the schoo! strugg'e from begin- 
ning to end, and there seems every indication 
that they will be lugged into the convention at 
the slightest opportunity. The all-absorbing 
topic will be that of prvhibition, and 
the politicians from St. Louis 
will endeavor to secure a commities 
on a on or resolutions that will unequiv- 
ocally fix the status of the Democracy as an 
anti-prohbibition party. In this movement 
they will meet with the strongest sort of oppo 
sition from the country delegates, who openly 
declare that while tbeir pe sonal sentiments 
and feelings are favorable to anti-pro- 
hibition, their constituents must 
arraign themseives against the liquor 
interests, regardiess of party consideration. 
ltis recognized that the county bas a church 
element and a whisky eiement, with issues 
unmistakably defined and without respect to 
arty, but the Democratic leaders feel that 
heir history is unbroken in its opposition to 
prohibitory laws and that the solemn declara 
tion of it as & party measure will «. ceive 
the united supporte._ of the Demo- 
cracy.
